JAILED: Leart Berber! 


FIVE men from Barking and Dagenham were 
jailed at Basildon Crown Court on Tuesday for 
conspiracy to supply drugs. 

The five were party of an 11-man gang jailed 
for a total of 118 years for offences in 2012 and 
2013. 

The men were: 

• Leart Berber!, 31, of Linsdell Road, 
Barking, was jailed for 20 years 

• Kevin Cavin, 27, of Thetford Gardens, 
Dagenham, was jailed for nine years and four 
months 

• Daniel Clark, 39, of Marlborough Road, 
Dagenham, was sentenced to eight years impris¬ 
onment 

• Saimir Neziri, 31, of Wythenshawe Road, in 
Dagenham, was jailed for 12 years 

• Louis Wilkinson, 31, of Hedgemans Way, 
Dagenham, was sentenced to nine years impris¬ 
onment. 

In sentencing the gang of 11, Judge Owen 
Davies said they had all been 'motivated by 
greed' and that their activities had a 'huge poten¬ 
tial effect' on society. 

The court heard that the men, who were deal¬ 
ing 'vast quantities of cocaine' supplied by an 
Albanian crime group, had been under investiga¬ 
tion by police between October 2012 and March 
2013. 

Detectives from the Essex and Kent Serious 


Crime Directorate ‘picked off’ various members 
of the group over several months during the 
inquiry to build a case against both criminal 
organisations. 

Officers recovered lOkgs of cocaine and more 
than £575,000 in cash hidden in a 'safe house'. 
Senior investigating officer, Det Chief Insp 
Tracey Harman, welcomed the sentencing of the 
gang. 

She said: “These sentences are a result of the 
hard work of a large number of officers and staff 
who were determined to bring these officers to 
justice and help dismantle an organised crime 
group. 

“Drugs are a curse on society and cause harm 
to communities, turning people into addicts who 
commit crime to feed their habit. Drug dealers 
are strongly linked with violent crime in the 
county. 

“We have successfully reduced the availability 
of Class A drugs, which could ultimately save 
lives." 

Seven of the men pleaded guilty at the earliest 
opportunity while the other four were found 
guilty of conspiracy to supply cocaine and 
money laundering after a 13-week trial at the 
court last November. 

Police will now apply to confiscate assets from 
the men under the Proceeds of Crime Act 
(POCA).

THREE men burst into a flat 
above a shop in and ‘viciously’ 
attacked the people inside - 
leaving one man needing 40 
stitches to his face. 

The raiders broke into the flat 
in Lea Bridge Road at the junc¬ 
tion with Poplars Road, Leyton, 
to carry out the assaults.

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A TEENAGER from Romford 
helped a visually impared skier 
win a silver medal in the winter 
paralympics in Sochi. 

Caroline Powell, 19, said the 
unfamiliarity of having to race last 
in search of a winter paralympic 
gold meant she and Jade 
Etherington had to settle for silver. 

The teen guided visually 
impaired alpine skier Jade, 23, 
into the lead at the halfway stage 
of the women’s individual slalom 
- a time of 1:00.87 minutes good 
enough for a 0.55 seconds advan¬ 
tage. 

But a superb second run from 
Russia’s Aleksandra Frantceva - 
the only skier to go under one 


minute in either slalom run in 
Rosa Khutor - saw her win by a 
margin of just 0.65 from Powell 
and Etherington. 

With the running order reversed 
for the second run, the British pair 
were forced to ski last and Powell 
believes the deteriorating condi¬ 
tions may have been a factor in 
what was a tight margin of victory. 

Caroline said: “We love slalom 
and we came out fighting. It’s a 
different race and a different 
course so your expectations 
change, especially when you have 
two runs as well. 

“Our first run we did really well, 
our second run we did well also, 
but Russia just did better. The first

run and second run were very dif¬ 
ferent. The first run we started 
right at the front and got the best 
piste we could. 

“Visibility was really good as 
well for that but during the second 
run the visibility was not so good 
and it was a bumpier course 
because we’re going down seventh 
and it had been raced on. We did 
well, but we didn’t do well 
enough.” 

The pair won silver in the down¬ 
hill and bronze in the super-G with 
Etherington. 

Caroline added: “I’m loving it, 
the experience here has been 
amazing. I couldn’t ask for any¬ 
thing better - except a gold.”

The number of children coming into care has been increasing every year, 
but there are not enough foster carers able to give them a safe home. 
A child comes into care and needs a foster home every 22 minutes in the UK, 
so more foster families are needed urgently to provide a warm and loving 
environment to vulnerable children in the community. 

Some children need a safe place to stay for only a few nights, whilst others 
might stay in long-term foster care until they are grown up. It is important 
that children who require care have foster carers who can meet their needs, 
so foster children are matched very closely with carers to help ensure that the 
placement will be successful. 

Could you make a difference and become a foster carer? 

• You may be married, live as a couple, be single or divorced 

• You may be gay or heterosexual 

• You may be from any ethnic background, culture or religion 

• You may be employed, unemployed or early retired 

• You may be a home owner or a tenant 

• You do not need any formal qualifications to become a foster carer 

What you will need is a spare bedroom for the exclusive use of the foster 
child, patience and flexibility, and the time and energy to invest in a child or 
young person. 

Caroline’s story: 

My name is Caroline. I am 49 years of age and a single parent to two 
daughters, aged 22 and 12. I have been a foster carer for eleven years and 
have been with my current agency for five years now. I became a foster carer 
because I wanted to make a difference and support vulnerable children; 
I felt as a parent I was naturally equipped with motherhood, so caring for less 
privileged children came as second nature. 


‘For me, the best part was knowing that I could 
make a positive impact in the children’s lives and 
help them change things for the better’ 


My first foster child stayed with me for only a short time, but the trust 
and love that developed between us remains today. She still visits regularly 
as a part of our family, now with a child of her own! I then became a long¬ 
term foster carer to three brothers, Christopher (11), David (10) and Billy (7). 
All of the boys are now grown up and living independent lives. 

I cannot say it was always easy - there were many difficult times - but 
perseverance, persistence and patience became rewarding. For me, the best 
part was knowing that I could make a positive impact in the childrens lives 
and help them change things for the better. Seeing the children grow into 
independent and intelligent individuals has brought me satisfaction and 
helped me to become a better person. 
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All of this would not have been possible had it not been for the support 
network around me - my family and friends, and my supervising social 
worker, Cathy. Her wealth of knowledge and professionalism has helped 
me enormously. I recently completed 5 years of service with the National 
Fostering Agency and was presented with an award at a ceremony in London! 
I would like to thank my agency for their support, and express my gratitude 
to all those carers who take the time to make a difference. 

Ben’s story: 

I was brought up in care and 
I moved away from my family 
when I was 10 years old. I 
didn’t have a great time to start 
off with; I moved a lot and 
also changed schools, which 
was pretty rubbish at the time. 

When I was 13,1 moved in with 
some foster carers that I really 
liked! They listened to what 
I had to say and really cared 
about me. I was at a new school 
with loads of new friends, and 
I really wanted to stay. 

After a few years at school 
I got my GCSEs and they were 
really important to me, as I 
wanted to get into college and 
study for my A-Levels. I now 
have my A-Levels under my 
belt and I’m looking to go to 
university soon. 

I really like to exercise and I’m 
always out and about - running, 
swimming and going to the gym. When I’m not exercising or working you will 
find me in the living room playing FIFA with my foster brother...and he 
always wins!

Leyton Orient 0 Brentford 1 
Sky Bet League One

LEYTON Orient’s automatic promo¬ 
tion hopes suffered a major, psycho¬ 
logical blow last Saturday, after 
Marcelo Trotta’s first-half strike for 
the ten-man Bees propelled the west 
Londoners into second-spot behind 
runaway leaders. Wolves. 

James Tarkowski was red-carded for 
a second bookable offence in a often 
ill-tempered match. 

Indeed, Bees’ striker, Clayton Don¬ 
aldson was lucky to escape with only 
a booking after appearing to raise a 
hand, leaving Orient boss Russell 
Slade complaining: ‘Donaldson has 
gone in as if it’s a bar brawl. You 
can’t put your hand in someone’s 
face’. 

Slade, made one change from the 
midweek 2-0 win at Port Vale, with 
Kevin Lisbie replacing Chris Dagnall. 

The switch almost paid off when 


the striker found top scorer, David 
Mooney, but he chipped over the 
advancing David Button. 

Before their biggest home league 
crowd for over 20 years. Orient then 
enjoyed territorial advantage, and 
aided by refereeing decisions that 
continually infuriated the large trav¬ 
elling support, the home side should 
have made their possession count 
and Dean Cox, Romain Vincelot and 
Mooney - again - went close, but was 
denied on the line by Button. 

For all their domination, the O’s 
were caught by a sucker punch in 
first-half stoppage time when Trotta 
was given a clear sight of goal fol¬ 
lowing a Vincelot slip and a couple 
of fortunate midfield ricochets.

Trotta could have doubled the Bees’ 
lead straight after the break, after 
Clayton Donaldson had been given 
too much time and space to cross, but 
Scott Cuthbert, spared the O’s blushes. 


Seconds later, the Bees were 
reduced to ten men when Tarkowski 
received a second yellow card for a 
cynical foul on Vincelot. 

But, Brentford’s numerical inferi¬ 
ority only served to galvanize them 
and apart from Button’s superb block 
from a close-range Moses Odubajo 
effort, the O’s never got a look in. 

Indeed, the side now in an automat¬ 
ic promotion spot took advantage of 
an increasingly ragged-looking Orient 
defence and in stoppage time the on- 
loan schemer’s effort struck the base 
of Jakupovic’s near post. 

A disappointed Slade admitted: 
“It’s a big blow. How we’ve not 
scored today. I’ll never know. 

“But, the effort and determination 
was of a high standard - and that cul¬ 
minated in what was a very strong 
first-half. We did everything we 
could, but we seemed to back off for 
their goal and it just opened up nice¬ 
ly on his left foot.” 

Lisbie added: “I thought we started 
the game really well, but I think that 
when we’re on top, we’ve got to score 


- and unfortunately they got that goal. 
With the luck that has been with us in 
front of goal this season, the ball just 
didn’t seem to fall for us.” 

Cuthbert admitted: “It’s massively 
disappointing. There was a lot of 
hype before the game, a sell-out 
crowd, top of the league clash 
against our London rivals - and 
we’ve come up a bit short. But, 
we’ve got to look at the positives and 
must not get too down as there are 
still 27 points to play for.”

Woodford promotion hopes go to last game

THIS was a must-win game for 
Woodford to stand any chance of stay¬ 
ing in the promotion mix as the sea¬ 
son reaches its climax.

With Marks’ 
conversion, Woodford led 12-0. 

Chelmsford heads remained high 
and they made a strong attack and 
West had to be at his best for a fine 
rescuing tackle. 

The next passage of play was all 



Woodford - West, Ali, Sohoye and 
Venditti were all involved, with the 
final pass reaching Marks for a well- 
crafted team try to the right of the 
posts. Marks’ kick was good but the 
wind bent it just shy of the posts. 
Woodford led 17-0. 

No sooner had Taylor Wilkins 
come on for Goralczyk, when anoth¬ 
er line out won by Fay saw Mead’s 
quick pass set Marks free for a try. 
Unconverted, Woodford led 22-0. 

Chelmsford turned round to play the 
second half with both the wind and 
slight slope advantage. Had Woodford 
done enough in the first half and could 
they cope with what was to come? 

Chelmsford pressurised the Wood¬ 
ford line and with a succession of 
penalty decisions going against 
Woodford, Chelmsford were suddenly 
back into it with a try in the left hand 
comer. The conversion agonisingly hit 
the upright. Woodford led 22-5. 

Woodford’s best move of the half 
came from West bursting from a 
scrum and passing to Curness and on 


to Vaid. With good support from Fay 
and Chamberlain, the ball went to the 
backs who began to make ground 
courtesy of Mead, Marks and Sohoye. 

With 37 minutes gone, play was 
just 5 yards short of Chelmsford’s 
try line. The forwards launched sev¬ 
eral attempts to score moving play in 
to the middle of the pitch. Fay and 
Chamberlain worked hard, holding 
the ball up before offloading to 
Mead and on to Marks for a try. 

With Chelmsford using the line 
well again, Bastick made two well- 
timed tackles on the wing, with 
Marks, Sohoye, Farrelly, Chamber- 
lain and West adding to a high and 
very effective tackle count. 

Woodford put pressure on them¬ 
selves with some risky passing near 
their own try line. Just as the danger 
looked to have passed, Chelmsford 
found a gap and scored, converting 
to reduce the deficit to 27-12. 

A bursting run by Curness saw 
Mead, West and Fitzpatrick link up 
well to keep the pressure on Chelms¬ 


ford. As the ball came out Farrelly’s 
pass reached Goralczyk, who held off 
his opponent well and drove towards 
the posts. Venditti, Levy and Curness 
combined in support and were held up 
just short of the line. Goralczyk and 
Fay helped to force the ball further on, 
before West made a lunging dive over 
for a fine try. Marks’ conversion gave 
Woodford a 34-12 lead. 

Woodford re-jigged their back line 
bringing Batt in to the outside centre 
position. Having been starved of ball 
most of the game he soon showed his 
credentials with a searing break 
from the Woodford 22. 

Expectations rose as Woodford 
attacked up the left but the Chelmsford 
defence did enough to clear their line. 

There was no respite as Mead, 
Marks and Sohoye combined once 
more deep in the Woodford half 
Sohoye and Fitzpatrick exchanged 
passes, and offloaded to Farrelly 
who made an imperious run down 
the middle from 30 yards out for a 
majestic try between the posts.
